IV- all odds the u rst wind storm of 
the season, in tact the worst for many 
years, descended i i on Sierra Madre 
Wednesday night. he storm was not 
partial for other places were treated 
as badly. But loc. i residents were so 
busy trying to kn p themselves and 
their property' from blowing out into 
the San Gabriel Yu.ley that they had 
no time just then to think of other 
places. 

The wind literally descended upon 
Sierra Madre. For It came directly 
from the north, swooping down from 
the mountains and playing havoc with 
buildings, trees and electric wires. 
Dashes of rain aciunpunted the wind, 
driving Into ones face like hail. But 
there was not enough to do any good. 
There would hove been little complaint 
of tlie wind if it h d only brought a 
soaking rain along with it. 

Many signs and awnings were de¬ 
stroyed in the husi.iess part of town, 
lhe big pine tree which stood south 
i>f the drug store was snapped off 
jest at file level of the top of the

alf of the mnlthold roofing on the 
residence of Prof. E. T. Pierce was 
triiped off and carried away. Sev¬ 
eral small shacks ai d tent houses were 

niewhat shattered. 

\ hat oranges and lemons had not 
been picked were shaken from the 
tries or so badly scarred by being 
..is ed by toe branches that there is 
title marketable fruit left. Those 
growers who i icked and sold their 
fruit early are congratulating tliem- 
e.ves on their good luck. 

A plate glass window in the front of 
the News ofllee about live by eight 
feet, was shattered and broken into 
several million pieces at the height of 
tlie storm about half past eight. The 
editor was working by the light ot 
an incandescent gas lamp in the win¬ 
dow a: il n t two yards away when the 
crash came and seared hint out of a 
years growth. Mmost every splinter 
of glass fell outward, indicating that 
iliere must have been u powerful suc¬ 
tion, together with the direct force of 
the wind which sprung tlie corner post 
at the angle of the window. Just as 
the editor was recovering his scat¬ 
tered senses and surveying tile wreck¬ 
age a Hood Samaritan appeared In tlie 
person of J. 11. Hancock who offered 
his ass stance A couple of planks 
were brought over from tlie Blinn lum¬ 
ber yard, sawed up and nailed In place 
closing the hole so the < ditor could go 
home and sleep instead of staying on 
guard over the dollar characters in 
the type cases all night. 

Early in the evening the wires of 
the Edison Company became so badly 
damaged that tiie lights went off, leav¬ 
ing practically every one dependent 
upon candles and lamps. Telephone 
service was cut off almost entirely, 

II rst by the blowing down ot wires and 
then by tlie crossing with power lines 
which made it dangerous to operate 
the switch board.

N. H. Hosmer was given the verdict 
by Judge Klnlayson on Monday in his 
suit to compel City Treasurer Lehmer 
to honor warrants issued by the city 
trustees in payment for his services as 
street superintendent. 

The court held that the offices of 
city trustee and street superintendent 
are not incompatible and there is no 
legal obstacle to prevent one person 
holding both. In addition to ordering 
Lehmer to honor the warrants issued 
to Hosmer which he has held up he 
also deeri-ed that Lehmer should pay 
the costs of the action 

Hosmers case was prosecuted by 
the firm of Williams. Goudge and 
Chandler. Lehmer was represented 
by Hartley Shaw. 

Arguments were also heard on Mon¬ 
day in the case brought by the city 
trustees to compel Lehmer to restore 
to the city treasury the amount which 
it is alleged he has overpaid himself. 
The city attempted to show that the 
treasurer is entitled to only one per 
cent of all money handled, while Leh¬ 
mer held to the contention that he 
was entitled to two per cent, one as 
the money comes in and one as it is 
paid out. The case was taken under 
advisement. 

It is reported that the holders of 
several other city warrants which 
Lehmer has refused to honor have de¬ 
cided to bring mandamus proceedings 
against him, in view of the success¬ 
ful outcome of the Hosmer suit. Oth¬ 
ers hold that they should not be com¬ 
pelled to spend money for attorney's 
fees in order to collect money due 
from the city. They maintain that 
when the trustees issue a warrant in 
payment of a claim nothing else is 
necessary to prove that the claim is 
just and that the treasurer has no au¬ 
thority to refuse payment. Thus far 
the trustees agree with them. 

But. having issued the warrant in 
due form, the trustees maintain they 
have done all in their power. The 
holders of some of these warrants 
hold that when the trustees issue a 
warrant it is up to them and the city 
attorney, who is supposed to be their 
legal advisor, to find a way to compel 
payment; that to do otherwise is to 
admit they are helpless and at the 
mercy of the whims and personal 
prejudices of one member of the city 
adminsitration.

An Ordinance of the City of Sierra 
Madre Providing for the Issuance 
of One Hundred and Eleven Thous¬ 
and ($111,000) Dollars of Waterworks 
Bonds of Said City, Authorized by 
the Voters of Said City at a Special 
Election Held Therein on the Sev¬ 
enth Day of November, 1911. 

WHEREAS, at a special election duly

The emperor slopped and inquired 
whether he and the archduke were not 
singing the bit according to Gluck's 
Idea of how it should he done.

I am the poorest walker in the 
world, hut I would vastly rather take 
a walk of six leagues than he forced to 
hear a composition of my own inter 
preted in such a way us that."

(he Czar Nicholas the composer would 
have prosecute.I his musical studies 
from that time forth under the unfa¬ 
vorable surroundings of the Siberian 
mines 

It was the composer Weigh a man of 
very different temperament from 
Gluck, who when the Emperor Fran 
cis Joseph played the first violin in the 
performance of one of his overtures 
threw himself at the monarch's feet 
and exclaimed. “Ah. sire, will your 
majesty benigimntly coudesi end lo 
grant tny prayer and favor me once 
more with a most gracious K sharp/”—

HOW TO CARE FOR BOOKS. 

They Should Be Protected From Gas, 
Heat and Light. 

it is surp'i fslr g how few of the many 
owners of books are aware of the sim¬ 
ple means required to preserve them 
in a useful condition aud what aston¬ 
ishment is felt when a book removed 
from the shelf leaves oue side behind 
or dangling by the hinge. 

Heat, gas, light and, by no means 
least, electricity are the chief disin¬ 
tegrating influences upon leather bind¬ 
ings. Books bound previous to 1850 
have the advantage ove more modern 
ones, as most if not all of the tanners 
of that earlier time used taubark 
Since that date the use of sulphuric 
and oxalic acids has been almost uni¬ 
versal. aud so insidious are their ef¬ 
fects that they can hardly lie realized 
iiuiii the damage is done. 

Old hooks hrohght from other coun¬ 
tries are apt to succumb very quickly 
to the altered climatic conditions 
Lack of moisture in the air. together 
with our modern system of heating- us 
well as gaslight, “central" heat aud 
electricity lias a very injurious ef 
feet upon them in a few years. The 
use of lubricant or food is almost 
essential to offset this A large im- 
porter has expressed a wish that every 
imported book of value might be so 
treated at once to fortify it in Its new 
environment. Even under the most 
favorable conditions the need of some 
such treatment is becoming recognized, 
for the Vatican and other noted libra¬ 
ries are being treated to prevent dry- 
rot. the leather's greatest enemy. Years 
of drying out of the natural oil in the 
skin aud the total absorption of such 
oil where the tanning is done with 
acids have brought the conviction that 
Some means mast be resorted to by 
win, li the life of the leather ran he re 
stored 

Very few think of placing leather 
bound books on the lower shelves to 
avoid the greater heat above; of pre¬ 
venting sunlight from striking them, 
for. like-electricity, il burns and fade-- 
Hie leather if concentrated upon It for 
any length of time; of givin. them 
light aud air. with p!en of <-ii ula 
Goa. Bindings suffer far more from 
being shut behind g! ss doors than 
from the accumulation of dust or even 
from careless handling by ignorant 
servants The dusting of books is 
sotrethiiig which should he tces'-Hl to 
cure:til or exi«*rt hands only for the 
bin "v ,-un easily be broken by drop 
pin: or the corners kno bed oft. par- 
!! u!-*rly if the leather tie dry. The 
vacuum cleaner, of course, does away 
with so (i disasters in the electrically 
■■quipped house. 

Overcrowding the shelves is nnothei 
:ic ■ of damage It not only rubs the 
- i!e hut prevents the proper circula¬ 
tion of air.

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How to Hang Curtains. 

IT o mistake ! s too often made ot 
hanging white curtains the full width 
of the window an 1 from the top to the 
floor, says Suburban Life for I >e eni- 
ber. This treatment is unsuitable ex¬ 
cept in very dainty or elaborate rooms 
The mass of white is usually distract¬ 
ing and destroys the harmony of the 
room.

Cur¬ 
tains made in this way keep out very 
little light and give a pretty, broad ef 
fo t to a window, file curtains may 
either hang to the floor or slop at the 
sill. If the curtains are dark and long, 
straight lines seem railed for they 
should reach to the floor, but when In 
doubt stop at the sill. 

How to Wash Cotton Goods. 

Cotton blankets are washed differ¬ 
ently from those made of woo.. Soap 
them well with laundry soap, fold and 
allow them to soak in tepid water 
Wash them in an hour or so and place 
In a (toiler of hot suds to steam, not 
boil. Rinse in several waters. Use a 
very little bluing and dry them double 
mi the line. Press dry on the wrong 
side. Quftc the contrary i< the prop 
, ss ,,f washing woolen, for hot water 
cannot b used on them Dainty 
quilts, liable to fade, should Hrsi tie 
soaked In a till, of cold water contain 
lug a half cupful of tnrpeutii * to se* 
the color.

The Dpartment of Health of the I 
"ity of New York has recently amend¬ 
ed Its sn itary code so as to include 
the following clause: 

"No person, firm or corporation hav¬ 
ing the management and control of 
any public lavatory, wash-room or 
public comfort station shall maintain 
in or about such lavatory, wash-room 
or public comfort station any towel or 
towels for use in common." 

The terms in this section, accord¬ 
ing to The Survey, are construed by 
ihe Department to prohibit towels "in¬ 
tended for the use of more than one 
person, in railroad stations, ferry- 
houses. schools, hotels, theaters, con¬ 
cert hails, dance halls, department 
stores, cafes, restaurants or beer, wine 
or liquor saloons and municipal build¬ 
ings.’ 

The St. Louis Republic recently an¬ 
nounced an attack in the city council 
upon the roller towel as follows: 

'Councilman Fletcher proposes that 
i law be passed abolishing the roller 
towel. He would limit the scope of 
his law to saloons and public buildings | 
at first, but once a breach is made in 
the defenses the friends of the roller 
towel will plaiiiiy see the beginning of 
the end—not of the towel, of course, 
because it has no end.’ 

Continuing, facetiously, the Repub- 
lic observes: 

‘The Bureau of Soil Analysis In Un¬ 
cle James Wilson's Department of Ag¬ 
riculture hasn't got any more kinds 
of soil than can be found on a truly 
representative roller towel. A roller 
towel is not merely a thing. It is a 
uollection, a museum, linking Itself 
with the annals of bygone years, and 
holding out its hand to the future as 
a promising field for the scientific 
study of bacteriology.’ ”
